The Robbers Rode Into the Village end 


Dela Bnutered the Bank—When the 
Institution Had Bees Looted They 
Firea Into the Crowd ot People Who 
Hed Gathered About the Building— 
About $4,000 Taken. ‘ 

Weosno, Mos, May 11. Faller details of the 
Garing robbery of the bank at Southwest 
Oity are received to-day. 

South City’ is. im MeDonald County, 
about n miles southeast of this city. 


About s o’clock yesterday evening seven men 


unmasked rode into the town and dismounted 
just west and back of the bank. One man 
was leff with the horses and the remaining 
six repaired to the bank owned and con- 
trolled by A. T. Ault. Three of the number 
entered the bank and three remained outside 
near the dour. The three who entered the 
bank accosted the president and cashier A. 
T. Ault and compelled him at the point of 
drawn revolvers to give up all of the money 
in the dank, which amounted to $4,000 
During this time the three men stationed 
on the outside kept up a constant firing of 
their pistols. This attracted a large crowd 
of citizens to the scene of the robbery when 
the fobbers opened fire on the crowd and 
the citizens opened fire on the robbers. 

During the melee ex-Senator Jos. Seaborn 
was shot through the bowels, and he is 
probably fatally wounded. 

Senator Seaborn’s brother, Oscar Seaborn, 
was shot through the leg, and is very seri- 
ously hurt. : 

& Deputy United States Marshal from the 
‘Indian Territory was shot in the thigh, but 
not seriously burt. 

A shoemaker by the name of Brown was 
shot in the breast and is mortally wounded. 

A posse of men were at once organized who 
wentin pursuit of the robbers and overtook 
them about four miles from Southwest City. 
A general battle ensued. The horse of 
one of the robbers was killed and the robber 
wounded, bat he made his escape into the 
woods. None of the posse were hurt. 

The robbers were unknown, but it is be- 
lieved thatthe band was composedof men 
who live in the Indian Territory near South- 


west City who were familiar with all ot the

Ontcaco, Hl., May 11.—Two thousand em- 


ployes ofthe Pullman Palace Oar Co. quit 
work to-day. Those who went out asserted 
that the entire force of 4,800 people woula be 
on strike before night. Trouble has been 
brewing for some time, the men demanding 
the restoration ofa 88% per cent cut in the 
wages made last year. The officials of the 
company refused the demand, and asserted 
that they were running the plant at a loss 
for the purpose of giving the men employ- 
ment. 

Vice-President Wickes and other officers’ of 
the company were at the works to-day inves- 
tigating charges made by the employes’ 
committee and they were entirely unpre- 
pared for the sudden seriousness that the sit 
uation had assumed. The men marched out 
quietly in groups, and fora time the officers 
thought that the strike was con- 
fined to the disaffected few 
who had decided to move without 
waiting forthe decision of their superiors. 
What had suddenly precipitated the strike 
was not Known as the men and company 
officers at Pullman were not known to have 
had any further conference and matters 
were supposed to be in the condition in 
which they were left at the close of the con 
ference Wednesday when it was thought 
that the men had decided not to strike. 


The strike, it was ascertained this after- 
noon, is the result of a meeting of the Media- 
tion Committee of the Board of American 
Rallway Union which was in d 
sion until 4 o'clock this morning 
at Kensington. The committee ad- 
vised the local unions to take a vote 
on the subject of striking and afterward 
heard that the decision had reached the of.

Lixxezvus, Mo., May 11.—The most’atrocious 


crime ever committed in this part of Missour! } 


is reported from the little village of 
Browning, twelve miles from this city. — 

An entire family, consisting of the father, 
mother and four children, were waylaid.and 
murdered. According to the report received 
here this morning, the bodies of Gaston 
Meeks, his wife and four children 
were found in an old straw stack on the road- 
side near Browning. The discovery was 
made last evening. 

It is not known just at what time the mur- 
der was done. The Meeks family lived at 
Milan, a town some distance from Browning 
and were on their way to the latter place on 
a Visit to relatives. 

When first found the identity of the mur- 
dered persons was not known, but their 
relatives identified the bodies. 

The information received here js very 
meager. It is not stated in what manner 
they were killed, nor how the crime was dis- 
covered. 

The report states that while the murderers 
are unknown, certain parties are suspected 
and that arrests will be made to-day. 

The persons suspected are knownto have 
been on dad terms with Meeks. If there is 
good evidence oftheir guiltthe courts will 
not be called upon totry the case, as the ex- 
citement over the crime is intense at 
Browning and Milan.

Harmony will be endangered only by 
the question of trimming and balancing 
the platform so as to sustain the repre- 
sentatives of Missouri in Congress without 
antagonizing the President; to revive the 
waning faith of disappointed Democratic 
masses without offending the cuckoos or 
obstructing the flow of Administration fa- 
vors. 

This is the delicate and difficult task the 
platform-makers will undertake. How 
can they perform such a wonderful feat of 
hedging? 

It may be an easy thing for Missouri 
Democrats to preserve their own self-re- 
spect by reaffirming their old position on 
the silver question, and respectfully con- 
ceding Mr. Cleveland’s right to honestly 
take the opposite view of it. That is just 
what they did, with their eyes open, when 
they elected him the second time, and 
there is no more treason or rebellion 
in doing so now than there was in fram- 
ing the Chicago platform on which he 
stood when he called an extra session of 
Congress and demanded and obtained an 
unconditional repeal of the silver pur- 
chase law. They cannot denounce him 
for that repeal without convicting them- 
selves of nominating him on a two-faced 
paltering platform. 

But how are they going to soothe the 
disappotntment of the Democratio masses 
who eighteen months after the election of 
a Democratic Congress and President can- 
not point to a single popular mandate 
obeyed or a single platform pledge re- 
deemed, except the repeal of the election 
law and the silver purchase act? How are 
they going to distribute the blame for that 
failure without a direct or indirect censure 
of the President? 

It was he who for one whole year after 
| his election forbade and prevented any ac- 
tion by Congress for the redemption of any 
Democratic platform pledge except the re- 
peal of the silver purchase law. The zeal 
and combative force with which he drove 
that repeal through an extra session of 
Congress, with the aid of Republican 
votes against the will of his party, is in 
striking contrast with the apathy, indif- 
ference, and forgetfulness with which he 
has regarded and retarded the fulfillment 
of his other promises and those of his 
party. 

The Kansas City Convention may ignore 
all this. It may not dare to find fault with 
anything the President has done or failed 
to do. It may silently condone the ex- 
change of ambassadorships for campaign 
contributions; the honors heaped upon 
such false Democrats and bounty-grabbing 
Senators as White of Louisiana; the 
servility to trusts and Pacific Rail- 
road robbers revealed in the appointment 
of Olney as Attorney-General. But ignor- 
ing these things will not cure the nausea 
they have created in the Democratic stom- 
ach. 

A multitude of rural Democrats, still on 
the warpath against the single gold stand- 
ard, against trusteand against monopoly 
tarifia and bounties, are waiting 
for the utterances of the Kan- 
tas s« Oty con vention to show 
them whether Missouri Democracy is or is 
not betraying their cause for a mess of plu- 
toératic pottagé. The cuckoos of St. Lous 
and Kansas City, if permitted, would 
shove under the party «a platform which 
would drive half the rural Democrats into 
the Populist camp and turn the State over 
to the Republicans at the next election.

THA? INVESTIGATION. 


The Navy Department’s secret investi- 
gation of the Carnegie armor plate frauds 
does not start out well. The investigators, 
three officials of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, reached Pittsburg Tuesday morn- 
ing and were received at the station by 
Chairman Frick and other high offi- 
cials of the Oarnegie company, who 
somehow had notice of their coming. 
They were immediately driven to the 
Duquesne, Mr. Carnegie’s club, and there 
established in sumptuous quarters as 
guests. From the club they were taken to 
Homestead and conducted inside the forti- 
floations where the investigation was be- 
gun. Mr. Wallace, the attorney for the 
informers, begged the officials of the In- 
vestigating Board to stop at a hotel during 
their stay in Pittsburg, but the seductions 
of the club were too much for them. 
To make matters still more uncom- 
fortable and terrifying for the witnesses a 
pass is required signed by the Superinten- 
dent before they can get inside the fort to 
appear before the board. Andevery such 
pass is carefully registered, for what pur- 
pose may be imagined. Detectives have 
been watching Mr. Wallace’s office for 
months and John McLuckie is shadowed 
so that. his every movement is im- 
mediately made known to the Carnegie 
officials. An investigation of this kind 
is not Hkely to be satisfactory. People 
naturally dislike to see an exchange of dis§ 
tinguished courtesies between a judge and 
one of two litigants, and the judgment is 
sure to be looked upon with suspicion.

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SmnwaToR HoAk’s remarks on the Coxey

The committee cites ‘@ decision of Judge 


Patdee in which he declared · chat his power 


to punish for contempt was unlimited, both 
as to the amount of fine and duration of im 
prisonment. In his judgment he could de- 
cide without an appeal what consti- 
tuted a contempt, who committed the 
act and the extent of the punishment to be 
infileted.’* In fact, in the case in which this 
extraordinary doctrine was enunciated, 
Judge Pardee punished men withont indict- 
ment or trial for alieged, but unproved, vio- 
lations of the criminal} law of Texas, upon 
the ground that such violations of state law 
were contempts of the Federal Court, and 
that he was authorized to decide as to the 
facts without the intervention of ajjury. 

Under this ruling a Federal judge may fine 
men without limit and imprison them for life 
without trial, without proof of guilt and 
without the possibility of appeal from his 
arbitary order. He may usurp all the func- 
tions of the State, over-ride its Constitution 
and set up the whim of a Cadiasa substitute 
forithat trial by jury which the law accords 
to evéry accused person. 

Yet this monstrous decision has been recog- 
nised as sound and cited as authority in 
other cases. 

Another illustration of the abuse was re- 
corded in yesterday's dispatches from Jef- 
ferson City, Mo. The County Judges of St. Clair 
County. Mo., were ordered to levy a tax to 
pay a debt which the Supreme Court of the 
State has declared to be illegal and void, If 
they obey the Federal court they are in con- 
tempt of the State laws, Under these cir- 
cumstances the Federal Judge has 
sought to compel obedience to his de- 
cree by the arbitrary exercise of his 
power to punish for contempt. Under 
the guise of punishment for contempt of 
court, he has practically imprisoned them 
for debt, The three County Judges have had 
to resign to get out of jail, and no other per- 
sons can accept election or appointment in 
their stead without being at once sent to 
jail, though convicted of no crime, guilty of 
no crime and not even accused of any crime, 

This is despotism in its most arbitrary 
form, It involves every wrongful abuse 
that das been a subject of Anglo-Saxon con- 
tention since the days of King John, 

That it is a monstrous perversion of law no 
sane man can doutt. The power to punish 
for contempt is conferred upon courts solely 
to enable them to maintain their dignity and 
enforce their just authority. The law has 
never intended that it should be used to 
override law, set aside constitutional rights, 
destroy State authéfity and subject men to 
irremediable oppreésion at the whim of any 
judge. 

It is imperative that Congress shall put an 
end to the abuse by giving statutory defini. 
tion to the power so misused. The dase is an 
extreme one of that usurpation by the judi- 
cial branch of the Government which Jef- 
ferson foresaw to be more dangerous to the 
Republic than any possible usurpation by 
the Executive or Congress. 

It is time to put an end to the tyranny.
